Now all this was the more wonderful because 
every thing that could have led them to become 
disc iples at all, called on them to reach the last 
point and highest honour of discipleship, that 
of completion I found that He who had the 
largest share in making them disciples, had in- 
sisted, with all possible earnestness, that they 
should “love the Lord their God with all the 
heart, and soul, and strength, and their neig 

bour as themselves,’’ which certainly would 
have made finished disciples of them. I found, 
too, that it would have been the highest p 

sible honour and happiness to them, if they had 
‘‘gone on unto perfection,’’—that just as far 
as they had advanced that way, they had the 
greatest satisfaction and enjoyment, and that, 
when they loitered, and fell back andstumbled, 
they had sharp rebukes from within, and not 

few strokes of a rod wielded by a very strong 
hand

Congregational Union of England end Wales. 
The recent Assembly of the Congregational Union 
of England and Wales, held in the town of Sheffield, 
has been one ot great importance, especially in one 
respect, the promoting of the movement for educa- 
tion, to which the Congregationali d them- 
selves afew years ago, when resisting the proposal of 
Government, to charge tb Ives with the 
of the people, by an endowment of all the sects for 
this purpose. Of course, the Established Church, 
the most sectarian and sect-creating of the sects, had 
the lion’s share of the Government bounty, and the 
Dissenters regarded the sop thrown to them as poi- 
sonous in its quality and degrading in its design. In 
their just opposition to this bad measure, the Congre- 
gationalists were driven into the position, perhaps 
unavoidable under. the stress of their circumstances 
at that time, of denying the right of Government to 
make or meddle with the eduration of the people at 
all, A party highly respectable for its ability and 
worth, headed by Dr. Vaugh and including Bin- 
ney and a few others of the most thoughtful men of 
the denominationdeeply regretted this theoretic error 
on the part of their brethren, while quite at one with 
them in their opposition to the measure of Govern- 
ment. But the strength of the tide was against them; 
and the Congregationalists generally repudiated all 
aid of Government under any imaginable cireum- 
stances, and took upon themselves the work of pro- 
viding @ religious education for that portion of the 
nation which might be supposed to fall under their 
charge. Now in a nation like ours, whe 
ral scheme of national ed seems P ’ 
this resolution may be defended on the ground of i 
necessity for the self-preservation of dissent.

sible. Since its commencement, we have observed 
with satisfaction an increased attention to the subject 
in several of our exchange papers, and in some of 
them a more exact imitation of our example.
